/ In the federal conspiracy 
case against Camil and other 
'jk^ielnam Veterans Against 
War, Justice Department 

prosecutor Guy Goodwin has 
insisted under oath tliat the 
government knew of “no 
electronic overhcarir.gs of 
any hind of any conversa-. 
lions of the defendants,” ex- 
cept for one conversation be- 
tween Camil and co-defen- 
dant A.I ion Foss of H ia icadi . 

The tape in the Florida of- 
ficials* possession, however, 
is reportedly a copy of a rec- 
orded call between Camil and 
Pablo Fernandez, a Miamian 
who v/as an informer for the 
> FBI and the Miami Police De- 
partment-

MRS. ROHAI'^ made an- 
other sworn statement Wed- 
nesday, to State Attorne}'- 
Richard Gerstein. Sources in 
Gerstcin’s office say she 
claimed second-hand knowl- 
' edge of a possible plot to . 
assassinate the Democratic 
; vice presidential candidate. 



In interviews with Tlie 
Hciald, Florida Department 
of Law Enforcement officials 
have admitted they paid her 
expenses. In return she 
worked in the department’s 
convention command post in 
the Howard Johnson’s motel 
on LeJeune Road in Miami, 
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wlio later turned out to be 
? Thomas Eaglcton. 

But while that and her 
other statements about the 
Watergate case were admit- 
tedly hearsay, Mrs. Rohan’s 
information about the alleged 
VVAW entrapment appears 
to be first hand, sources said. 

They quoted her as saying 
she was present when 
? Fernandez offered to supply 
I the VVAW with Cuban 
I weapons which “could be 
I turned into machine guns by 
pulling in a little piece of 
metah” 



I ACCORDING to Mrs. 
I Rohan, the veterans w^ere n.ot 
I interested: “There was no in- 
I dicaiion wliatsoevcr that 
I they wished or desired to 
V purchase one single bullet.”

translating Spanish language 
radio broadcasts and news- 
papers and writing out long- 
hand intelligence reports on 
sheets of yellow legal paper. 

SHE WAS known then as 
Amgie^Basulto.

Ai:igie, 
who came to the United 
States from Cuba in 1962,

Last summer, Reed re- 
turned to Miami as director 
of tlie state law enforcement 
agenejv and a top security of- 
ficial for the two national 
ponventions. His men, head- 
ed by Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement agent Jack 
Key, were specifically re- 
sponsible for intelligence re- 
ports. on possible violence. 

“SHE (ANGIE) called and 
volunteered to work with 
us,” Reed says. “She. liad a 
lot of connections in the 
Cuban community.” 

Angie’s offer v/as accept- 
ed. Slie says she worked 
directly for Reed and gave ■ 
him the wiretap tape. 

Key, the agent in charge of 
convention intelligence, .says 
;he gave the tape to lu'm, not

Reed did not deny in so 
many words that Angie gave 
the tape to him. “I don’t re- 
call getting it personally,” he 
said. “If she handed it to me, 
I would have turned it over 
^lo Jack Key.” 

3 KEY S.4YS Angie told him- 
Jthat certain Miamians were 
/involved in “ a demonstra- 
tion at the Chilean embassy 
'f^n Washington.” 

; He was not aware until a 
Herald reporter told him 
ja’oout it, Key said, that the 
Chilean Embassy was bur- 
Iglarized on tlie weekend of 
|May 13-14,' 1972. 

One weekend before that, 
a group of Miami Cuban ex- 
iles went to Washington with 
Bernard Barker to break up 
leftist demonstrations at the 
funeral of FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. Two 
v/eckciids after the Chilean . 
Embassy burglary, the first 
Watergate break-in occurred. 
Barker and five otliers were 
caught in a second Water- 



entry June 17, but no 
diaries over been filed 
in ihc embassy bur^-lary. 

KL^ INSISIS ])c never 
tedd the FBI or any other 
federal agency about the 
wh-ctap or Mrs. Kclian’s cm- 
ha.ssy information — even 
ti30i!gh ‘*I knew tiicrc was a 
federal investigation.’* 

The reason he did not tell 
the FBI, Key said, was that 
the information did not seem 
at the lime to be .specific evi- 
dence, and Mrs. Rohan *V/as 
source and I’m going to 
orolect my source.” 

Law enforcement agencies 
do not reveal, even to each 
other, the identities of their 
‘‘confidential sources,” Kev 
said. So lie did not include 
virs. Kohan’s information in

Law Enforcement’s intelli- 
gence center for convention 
ecurity information. 

But Key did include the in- 
ormation in written reports 
vhich went to his immediate 
uper i or, Em o ry • Willi a m s . 
iirector of intelligence and 
iformation. 

THOSE REPORTS ‘'stop-. 
»ed with me,” Williams said 
'hursday. ‘The information 
/as not pertinent to the ac- 
ivily we were involved in. In 
w judgment, it was not 
/orthy of dissemination to 
ther agencies.’* 

Williams said he v/as un- 
ware of the Justice Depart- 
\enCs claim, in the VVAW 
3nsplracy case, that tliere 
id been no electronic eaves- 
'opping on the defendanls.

to be looking for v/as Mc- 
Govern’s running mate.” At

I -O She was told the FBI 
I knev/ of the Watergate group 
I before the June 17 arrests. In 

( her sworn statements, Mrs. 
Rohan says this information 
was apparently passed by 
Pablo Fernandez through the 
Miami Police Department. 

1 Miami police officials have 
|previou5ly confirmed that 
|Fernandez gave_ them some 
linformation before June 17 
feboul clandestine activity in 
IWashington by Cubans from 
I Miami. According to Police 
|Chief Bernard Garniire and 
pthers, this information was 
|iot passed to the FBI 
pecause it did not seem reli- 
able at the time. 

f O Mrs. Rohan said she 
traveled to Washington the 
^weekend of May 4-6 on the 
Jsaine plane taken by Barker, 
^Fernandez and others who 
Started fights at Hoover's fu- 



%neral. She claims this was a 
I coincidence; she v/as going 
I as a courier for a Miami law- 
|yer, she says, and knew 
% nothing, at that time, of the 
Watergate plans. 

I But she eventually learned, 
I she said, that every member 
I of the Barker group “was 
I armed with a UZI from Isra- 
|el, a submachine gun.” 

I O In Miami, Mrs. Rohan 
I says she was told, there was 
I “a plan that some Cubans 
I were to attack the headquar- 
J;ters of BAMM (The Black 
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tAfr i c a n Militant Move- 
|ment).” This was called off 
5by police request, she said. 

Sources of the State Attor- 
ney’s Office have indicated 
they have some doubts about 
this and other information 
which Mr.s. Rohan says she 
learned through Fernandez, 
since her knowledge would 
necessarily be hearsay. 

But the Miami secretary 
claims she personally wit- 
nessed one attempt to entrap 
the VVAW into purchasing 
v/eapons, these source.^ said.
